"is plain magic"

The Prophet Muhammad (peace be upon him) said the following, 
mentioning the names of Imam Mahdi (may God hasten his 
reappearance) 


His names are Ahmad, Abdullah and al-Mahdi. These are three of his 
names. 


Imam Ali (peace be upon him) said: 


A man comes from my descendants at the end of time ... He has two 
names: 


A name that is hidden and a name that is clear:

branches, so knowledge of God (tawhid), reciting prayers, fasting... are

Imam Mahdi (may God 
hasten his reapperance) cries for his grandfather Hussain, every day 
and night. 


God the Almighty says in the Holy Quran

Certainly We wrote in the Psalms, after the Torah: Indeed My righteous 
servants shall inherit the earth 


(Surah al-Anbiya , v. 105) 


The righteous servants are the companions of Imam Zaman (may God 
hasten his reappearance) who are his flag bearers. They follow His 
commands and they are deep-seated and firmly fixed in good deeds. 
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Imam Baqir (peace be upon him) interpreted this holy verse (Surah al- 
Anbiya , v. 105) saying: 


The righteous servants are the companions of Imam Zaman (may God 
hasten his reappearance) who will appear at the end of time.

The title "Aba Saleh" was taught by Imam Sadiq (peace be upon him) to 
the believers.

.Mighty, the All-Wise

Imam Kazim (peace be upon him) said that the true meaning of the ones 
who are described in this holy verse as "possessed of true knowledge, 
upholding justice" are the sacred Imams. 


Tafsir Kanz al-Daghaigh, v. 3, p. 55 


This title especially refers to the last Imam, Imam Mahdi (may God 
hasten his reappearance) who upholds and maintains justice all over the 
world. 
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One of the best companions of Imam Sajjad (named Abu Hamzah al- 
Thumali) asked Imam Sajjad (peace be upon him) about the cause of 
this specification. 


Imam Sajjad (peace be upon him) said: 


When Imam Hussain (peace be upon him) was martyred, the angels 
started crying and complaining to God. God the Almighty said to them: 


O my angels keep calm! | swear by my Honor and Glory that | will take 
my revenge from the killers. 


Then God revealed the manifestation of the Holy Imams to the angles. 


The angles saw that one of them was praying standing straight in the 
middle of the others shining like a bright star. 


God the Almighty said: He is the Qa’im (the one who rises) who takes 
revenge from my enemies.

So, Qa’im means the one who rises up and upholds the justice and truth 
of Islam. 


As we read in Ziyarat Ali Yasin:

When the angels said, "O Mary, Allah gives you the good news of a 
Word from Him whose name is Messiah, Jesus, son of Mary, 
distinguished in the world and the Hereafter, and one of those brought 
near [to Allah].(Surah Al Imran, Verse 45) 


Messiah is one of the attributes of Prophet Jesus, meaning the anointed 
one, but it is also used to denote the "Expected Blessed Savior". 


The Bagtyat Allah, Imam Mahdi (may God hasten his reappearance) is 
the last and the best savior that inherits all the virtues and attributes of 
the prophets. He reveals the miracle of Prophet Jesus and acts like him. 
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Imam Sadiq (peace be upon him) has said: 


When Imam Mahdi (may God hasten his reappearance) rises, he leans 
against the Holy Kaaba, saying: 


If anyone wants to see Jesus, so look at me, as | am Jesus!

Allah has promised those of you who believe and do deeds of 
righteousness that surely, He will make them successors (vouchsafed 
with both spiritual and temporal leadership) on the earth as He made 
successors (from among) their predecessors, and that He will surely 
establish for them their faith which He has approved for them, and that 
He will surely replace their state of fear with a state of security and 
peace. They will worship Me (alone) and they will not associate anything 
with Me. And those who show ingratitude for all the favors done to them 
after that (His promise is fulfilled), it is they who will be reckoned as the 
worst disobedient.

Imam Sadiq (peace be upon him) interpreted the “successor“ mentioned 
in the verse above as the one who inherits all the virtues and knowledge 
of all the Holy Prophets. He said:

Imam Sadiq (peace be upon him) said: 


This verse is related to Hazrat Qa’im (peace be upon him). When he 
appears, he will seek vengeance for the blood of Imam Hussain (pbuh) 
and say: We are the avengers of his blood and demanders of retribution. 


Bihar al-Anwar v. 51 p. 47 
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As we recite in Ziyarat Ashura: 


| beseech (Allah) to bestow upon me the chance to take vengeance for 
your blood, along with the clear guiding Imam, the speaker of truth from 
among you.
